WABASH MEN HEARD 


Hearing of Vast Importance 


Before Interstate Com- 


merce Commission. 


Washington, Nov. 24.—Daniel Wil- 


lard, president of 
the Baltimore and 


Ohio; Frederick A. Delano, president of 
the \Vabash, and Ueorge Stuart Patter- 
eon, general solicitor of the Pennsylva- 
nia, appeared before the interstate com- 
merce commission today to argue for 
authority to increase rates on all classes 
of freight traffic approximately live per 
cent, east of the Mississippi and north 
of the Ohio and Potomac rivers. 


Though the proposed increased rates 


are asked by the railroads in the terri- 
tory east of the -lississippi and north 
of the Ohio and Potomac rivers, 
the 


hearing is of the utmost importance (o 
all the railroads of the United Status, 
for should the commission grant the au- 
thority for the increase, it might extend 
the authority to the other railroads of 
the country. 


The commission will inquire whether 


present rates yield adeouate revenues 
to the common carriers and much testi 
inony will be taken. When the hearing 
began it was expected only the opening 
arguments by the representatives of the 


: railroads would be heard today.

SEVEN DURING THIS YEAR. 


Today's Accident Brings Dread Total 


Up to Fourteen. 


Washington, Nov. 24.—Tin- deaths of 


Lieut*. Islington and Kelly today make 
a total of fourteen fatalities from avi- 
ation in the government service, thir- 
teen in the army and one in the navy, 
since experiments first began at Fort 
Jlyer in 1908. 
Seven have met death 


this year. 


In aviation accidents of all kinds the 


world over 308 persons have been killed 
since 1908, this year's numbering 197. 


Both aviators were single. Lieut. El- 


lington was horn in North Carolina in 
1881) and his next of kin is a brother.

Chicago Men Say Tons of Meat 
Has 


Been Spoiled by Mild Weather. 


Chicago, Nov. 24.— "Warning of the 


danger qf poisoning from tons of meat 
spoiled by the wusally mild weather 
was issued today by the city bureau ot 
food inspection. 
A great quantity of 


meats was distributed in Chicago last 
week for consumption on Thanksgiving 
The temperature rose and remained in. 
the sixties for several days. No prep- 
| aration had been madd to keep the ex- 
tra stock of meat in the coolers and a 
considerable per cent, of it spoiled. 


Friday and Saturday tbe bureau, con- 


demned 6.000. pounds of rabbits and 
hundreds of fowl, but the situation is 
tteyond the control o! the inspectors.

No Return on New Capital. 


"These 
companies," 
continued 
Mr.

ger, to a basis which will enable that 
territory to have good railroads and the 
people to have efficient and adequate 
service, and to progress measurably with 
the.other sections of the country."
